WOMEN AND ORIMINAL TRIALS. 


The telegrams from Los Angeles tell us that at a recent trial 
in that city, involving a case of a young girl, in which the circum- 
stances were such as could not be printed, the court room was be- 
sieged by women, and that the ushers and bailiffs were even assaulted 
by the fair ones, who tried to crowd in. Out of the several hundred 
spectators there were only ten men. It might be thought to be a 
condition of affairs peculiar to the Angelic City if it were not for the 
fact that similar stories come from other parts of the country and 
apparently the more sordid and vile the case the more anxious some 
women are to be present and listen to the story which it unfolds. 
In fact Los Angeles itself afforded such another instance when an- 
other case of a similar kind was on trial there a short time ago. 

Just why any man or woman should want to listen to the de- 
tails of a story of that kind it is hard to understand, unless under 
the assumption that they are moral degenerates and like to hear 
the details of all that is filthy and unclean. But if that be true—and 
they certainly are not men and women of good and healthy minds 
and respectable tastes—then certainly it is the duty of the judge 
and of the law to exclude them, because the more they hear of such 
matters the lower they will sink, and the less decency and admira- 
tion for virtue they will have. _ 

The idea of holding trials in public was, of course, to make it 
certain that the defendant had a fair trial. The principle of an open 
trial was laid down before the day of newspapers and before the 
day of great publicity. Today with a dozen papers represented, and 
hundreds of them represented at every case of importance, when 
everything that goes on in any court room the world over is known 
at every breakfast table in Christendom the next morning, there is 
no danger, as there was centuries ago, of any star chamber proceed- 
ings and no reason why the general public should be allowed to sat- 
isfy their morbid tastes and degenerate inclinations by sitting for

court officials when it is a case that can do no good to the listeners to 
hear, and especially should women be excluded from everything that | 
is morbid and vile. 


There is no reason now why the judge should not have the right 


The temperament of women is such that matters of that kind 
cannot but work serious harm to them, even more than to men, al- 
though with men the case is bad enough. If by chance among any 
the spectators there are women who are about to become mothers, 
the case is even far worse, because of the impression that may be 
conveyed to the child through the mentality and mind of the mother. 
It is only common prudence to protect the next generation from the 
folly and carelessness, and morbid curiosity of the present. From 
every standpoint, therefore, sex trials should be private, and murder 
trials also, although especially the former, and no one who has not 
actual business in the court room should be allowed there. 


THE RIGHT OF PETITION. 


Among the most cherished rights for which the fathers of this 
republic fought, and which they enumerated as a justification for 
their rebéllion against Great Britain, was the right of petition. But 
the right of petition does not mean the right to make a contribution 
to the waste paper basket. Not at all. It means something more. It 
means that the petition shall carry weight, shall receive respectful 
attention from those to whom it is presented, and that even if turned 
down it shall be given a hearing and the reason for the turning down 
clearly stated. 

We mention all those facts because there seems to be a wrong 
impression on the subject of the right of petition among some of our 
city fathers. They labor apparently under the impression that there 
is no right of petition, and that while any one can hand them a peti- 
tion they do not need to give the document the slightest attention. 
That idea undoubtedly arises from the unfortunate system of gov- 
ernment under which this town is being run, which leads some of the 
members of the local legislative body to imagine that the town be- 
longs to them and that they must not be bothered in the manage- 
ment of it by the citizens and residents. The duties of those is 
apparently to pay unquestioningly their taxes and keep quiet and 
the more quiet they keep the better pleased the rulers of this munici- 
pality will be pleased. 

But the citizens should wake up the councilmen who have that 
notion—and we do not need to mention any names—to a realization 
of the fact that they are only the servants, not the masters, of the 
community, and that they must attend to the wishes of the people 
or they may lose their fat, gratuitous jobs, which makes them like 
unto the lillies of the field, in that they neither labor nor spin and 
yet are arrayed and live as comfortably as Solomon in all his glory.
